, Thursday.—A very cautious tone agaiti 
dominated our live stock market this week, 
with a substantial increase in supplies of 
cattle, sheep and lambs, the pressure of which 
greatly affected business, producing a much 
quieter and more or less depressed tone in 
the main, The attendance of cross-Channe! 
buyers was scarcely. so good. In view, pos- 
sibly, of the heavy serival of Canadian cattle, 
there was at least one conspicuous Lancashire 
absentee, which made a good deal of difference 
in the support in that. direction. Ultimately, 
too, there was rather a biggish carry over of 
unsold animals in both ‘departmenta of market. 
With regard te Canadian cattle, there appears 
to have been only three vessels available for 
this week's shipments, and Montreal advices 
give them approximately 2,200 head. Prices 
are not so Shipping prices for choice 
heavy steers are quoted as from 8.20 to 8.45 
dollars ; mediums from 7.50 to 8.00 per 100Ibs, 
and light qualities from, say, 7. upwards.

trafic. The student and book-lover can, and 
does, find here a quiet nook for intercourse 
with his favourite author, while for others 
there is endless amusement and interest in 
the performances of the water-fowl on ‘he 
picturesque lake. And, of course, no one 
ever crosses the old stone bridge without 
‘hanging over ” to see the eels. 

For the children there is a goodly stretch 
of green sward, on which they can romp an 
frolic unrestricted. And that reminds one 
how little regard—or, indeed, necessity—there 
is, for the rather pastor. regulations 
and by-laws so imposingly displayed at one 
gate. Those who frequent ' ihe Green

Here 
in '' The Green,” as in the People’s Gardens 
in the Pheonix Park, the aim and object of 
the wizard gardener is to improve on past 
successes. Such an achievement is surely 
accomplished this year in the great dahlia 
border, now sprung into full bloom. Here 
are specimens of the most gorgeous kind, 
many of them novelties, all framed in the 
brilliant dwarf variety, Coltness Gem, with 
‘its rich red and striking gold centre. The 
long border converging on the centre ring, 
too, is a sight of enthrancing beauty, with its 
colonies of snapdragons, including such glow- 
ing varieties as Eclipse Melody, Electra, 
Mary. and Orange Flame. That 
glorious bank of bedding geraniums across 
the way is also a feast for the eyes, as are 
a couple of long beds of dahlias, among 
which are some lovely samples of the Crimson 
Flag. 

For the lover of the rock garden, there is 
much here to reward. a visit; but the 

féce de résistance must surely be the massive 
beds on the green surrounding the equestrian 
figure of a former monarch, in which light 
and dark fuchsias dominate the colour-tone.

Mr. Byrne called attention to an announce- 
ment which he had seen in the Press concern- 
ing a proposa! to make Blacksod Bay a trans- 
Atlantic port. He recalled the fact that when, 
some years ago, the question of a trans-Atlantic 
port on the West coast of Ireland was being 
discussed this Board came to the conclusion 
that Galway would be the most suitable place 
for it. : 

In the report to which he alluded he noticed 
that Sir Edward Bellingham had said that 
Islacksod Bay had been chosen as the port, 
and that the scheme was in the hands of mén 
of wealth, who would carry it forward, assisted 
by the Canadian Government. 

In these circumstances he (Mr. Byrne) 
thought that this Board ought to take up the 
matter and call the attention of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce to the question. 
The interests of the Port and City of Dublin 
were deeply concerned in this scheme.

the Privy Council, it must be for 
reticences the existence of which the reader 
will never suspect. Sir Almeric was born 
in 1851, and was appointed Clerk of the 
Council in August, 1898—at which date 
his diary, reprinted in two closely-packed 
volumes, begins. Here are contemporary 
impressions of great events as viewed from 
a privileged position, set down in the ex- 
citement of the moment; comments, too, 
on the conduct of eminent persons, ex- 
pressed with an irony which does not 
invest their publication with good taste. 
It is generally received as a canon of good 
breeding to be blind to private matters, 
and not to remember, far less to put on 
record, things which one is not intended to 
observe. When words spoken confidentially 
are made public during the lifetime both 
of the speaker and of his subject, there 
is matter for sharp censure. Many 
passages in these volumes are sadly 
indiscreet. 

Apart from this fault, Sir Almeric 
FitzRoy’s book is notable. It is un- 
usually free from trivialities, abounds in 
good stories, and saves from oblivion many 
a witty, if not historic, saying." It is well- 
written—the author’s style is usually 
dignified and often eloquent. Some de- 
scriptive passages, such as that describing 
midnight Mass at Westminster Cathedral, 
seem to be composed by a master of vivid 
and sensitive prose. Most interesting of 
all, however, are the portions which tell 
how great national events were received 
in high places. The account, for instance, 
of the perturbations among Cabinet 
Mfnisters and Privy Councillors, of the 
reception of ominous tidings and the inter- 
change of rumours and opinions during 
the fatal days that foreran the dread 
fourth of August, 1914, stirs and appals 
the imagination, In the details of some 
passages of this sort, and in the general 
impression of patrician England, there is 
instruction and historic value. 

An interesting thumbnail character 
sketch is that of the Duke of Devonshire 
under date April 24th, 1899. Questioned 
in the House of Lords on a point of 
administrative procedure, ‘‘the Duke 
characteristically replied that the point 
had been carefully considered by the 
Government, but for the life of him he 
could not remember the reasons which had 
weighed with them, but he could assure 
their lordships that they were sufficient. 
There is not another man in either 
Hóouse,' the diarist comments, ‘‘ who could 
have said this without making himself look 
foolish ; but it was quite in keeping with 
the yawn for which he arrested his first 
speech in the House of Commons, eliciting 
from Mr. Disraeli the remark; ‘ That 
young man will go far,’ ”’ 

Later we read :— 

“- A curious * bridge” story about the 
Duke of Devonshire is in circulation. It 
befell him to play with a lady who, while 
awaiting the Duke’s declaration, saiu: 
‘Of course you will make no trumps.’ 
Upon which the Duke made some other 
declaration, and, to the fury of his 
partner, proceeded deliberately to lose 
every trick.”’ 

Sir Almeric describes in detail two Royal 
deaths, two accessions and two coronations. 
The complex difficulties and anxieties con- 
nected with the ceremonies are rendered 
curiously interesting. During the pre- 
paration for King Edward’s Corona- 
tion the diarist notes: '“ The revolt of the 
Peeresses against wearing no diamonds has 
ended in tiaras being conceded, which, 
with coronets, will produce as dubious an 
effect as a man’s attempt to wear two hats, 
besides making it improbable that many 
will be able to place their coronets on their 
heads. However, the general sentiment of 
the sex being in favour of diamonds, re- 
gardless of tradition and purpose, the 
dignified uniformity of immemorial 
practice has been sacrificed to a heedless 
passion for indiscriminate ornament,”’ 

The description of the Coronation 
itself is a glittering piece of writing, and, 
perhaps, little fault can be found with the

When 
Morley’s “ Life of” Gladstone’ appears, 
we find him remarking: “' It seems as if 
Mr. * Gladstone’s character, like his 
eloquence, was only calculated to produce 
a contemporary impression; it was a 
piece d’occasion, the needs of which ence 
exhausted, the onlooker is left critical 
and unmoved. Except in certain spheres 
of ecclesiastical controversy, I doubt 
whether the authority of Mr. Gladstone is 
ever invoked, Literature and philosophy, 
in any wide sense of the words, had no 
attractions for him, and he left no contri- 
butions to the permanent thought of his 
day or to the stock of phrases to enrich 
the language of a race. The disproportion 
between his moral energies and their 
results is the most striking and, at the 
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human touches which describe the slips

There are a few allusions to Irish 
politics. Under the date March 11th, 
1905, we read: “ I hear from a well-in- 
formed source that there is no doubt that 
George Wyndham was privy to Sir A. 
Macdonald’s negotiations with Lord Dun- 
raven. . . . My informant considers 
it altogether in keeping with George 
Wyndham’s attitude throughout his 
eccupancy of the office. He described him 
as the greatest opportunist he ever knew, 
with .a speculative readiness. for any 
enterprise in the direction of conciliation. 

: His policy he believed sound; 
for it was to find some middle term which 
would render Irish government no longer 
the shuttlecock of extreme factions; but 
Wyndham had no settled plan of opera- 
tions by which this might be effected, and 
had merely utilised the extraordinary 
suppleness and dexterity of his mind to 
try experiments in thig and that direc- 
tion.”’ 

In May, 1912, Sir Almeric comments on 
the Home Rule Bill then before Parlia- 
ment. ‘The lack of underlying principle 
and coherence of purpose makes itself 
apparent. The inefficacy of the guaran- 
tees, upon the assumption that they are 
necessary, cannot be gainsaid, and it would 
have been better to have framed the Bill 
upon the frank admission that the only 
effective guarantee in the power of the 
British Government. in case of need, to 
coerce Ireland into obedience. The scheme 
of the Bill as it stands supplies the mazt- 
mum of irritation and the minimum ot 
force. Then, too, upon the question of 
Ulster the hints at concession which 
prominent Ministers have given are 
evidence -f incertitude that cannot fail to 
have disastrous results. Short 
views and quick returns summarise the 
wisdom of politicians; but in the long 
run the evolution of nations is proved to 
be Vabouttssant d’un travail. séculatre. It 
is trying for a man of Morley’s stamp, 
who watches the unrolling of events with 
the temperament of a seer, to be a party 
to the reduction of public policy to its 
present level of cheap opportunism.”’ 

Sir Almeric evidently dislikes Mr. 
Lloyd George. Of his handling of the 
transport strike he writes: ‘‘ There is 
little ground for congratulation on the 
result. Lloyd George has shown his old 
dexterity in ‘grasping at superficial con- 
sonances while leaving the real sources 
of discord untouched, and McKenna has 
vacillated between harshness and hesita- 
tion.” Later he records a saying of Mr. 
John Burns regarding the Marconi affair. 
“ He described how Lloyd George might 
have destroyed the whole edifice of 
calumny if he had stood up in his place 
last October and, ‘ with a tear in his 
throat and a husky voice, said 
'' Innocently, or, it may well be, thought- 
leasly, but quite honourably, I did what f 
ought not to have done, and throw myself 
upon the mercy of the House.” Why, 
Bonar Law would have got up, and, after 
a few sentences, the whole House would 
have rejoiced over one sinner that re- 
pented, and nothing more would have 
been heard of the thing since.’ ”’ 

When the book reaches the critical 
month of July, 1914, it grows intense in 
interest; and we read how Lord Morley 
lea a group in the Cabinet whieh shrank 
from alliance with Slav against Teuton, 
how Lord Gladstone thought that peace 
would -be secured if Britain wonld 
announce her reselve to stand by Russia 
and France, and how al! efforts to restrain 
the threatened conflict were swept aside by 
the uncontrollable tide of events. The 
course of war yields many an interesting 
note. Thus:— 

‘“* December 20th, 1915—I learn from 
one who was present that the Turks 
behaved with great courtesy to Kitchener 
when he paid his recent visit to Suvla Bay 
and the adjoining Australasian lines. He 
held a kind of reception, half levée, half 
parade, of all the troops for the trenches, 
which were evacuated in relays, and 
during the whole operation the Turks fore- 
bore to harass the troops by any shel! fire. 
When, however, Kitchener had re-em- 
barked, two or three shells were thrown 
over the ground as if to show what they 
might have done had they béen so 
minded.’’ 

' May 22nd, 1916—I heard to-day of an 
authentic incident in the Prime Minister's 
interview with the Pope. In the course 
of their conversation His Holiness ex- 
pressed the opinion that the United 
SEA was in the best position of all 
the Powers to make some overture towards 
the discusson of peace terms, upon which 
Asquith, with a characteristic movement 
of his shoulders . . @xclaimed in 
curt and untutored French, ‘ Nous irons 
jusqu’ an bout.’ ”’ 

Space allows only but a single example 
of Sir Almeric’s notes on events after 
the war. We read: ‘ Einstein, who is in 
London, met Lord Rayleigh at Lady 
Rothschild’s, and, after he had unfolded 
his teaching at some laeth, Lord 
Rayleigh interrupted: If your theories 
are sound, [ understand it is open to us 
to affirm that the events, say, of the 
Norman Conquest have not yet occurred’ 
—a way of putting it which disconcerted 
the philosopher not a little.’’

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THE EARLY PHARAORS. 

The time is undoubtedly ripe for a new 
and comprehensivé history of ancient 
egypt. In recent years the activity of 
Egyptologists has produced a great deal cf 
fresh information on many points which 
hitherto have been obscure, and important 
finds of new tombs and inscriptions have 
been made. The more dramatic dis- 
coveries have aroused interest in this 
Serer ogee subject to an unprecedented 
degree, and have created a general demand 
for a work which, while technical to a 
certain extent, will be primarily written 
for the man in the street. 

It is this want which Mr. Arthur 
Weigall has set himself to fill in “A 
History of the Pharaohs,’’ a work of three 
volumes, the first of which has just ap- 
peared. Mr. Weigall is not only a 
prominent. Egyptologist, but possesses the 
gift of visgalising the human and romantic 


_aspects of the subject: He is not slow to 


put forward new, and sometimes startling, 
theories, which are not likely to be 
accepted without a good deal of contro- 
versy. In this history the matter is dealt 
with on a strictly chronological basis, and 
a separate chapter is devoted to every 


Turin papyrus as his guide, the author 
takes one step by step along his line of 
reasoning until he has the essential out- 
lines of the whole tablet completed. If 
this reconstruction of the annals is 
accepted as accurate, it will mean one of 
the most important advances in our 
knowledge since the Rosetta Stone was 
deciphered ; but some of these conclusions 
are undoubtedly based upon such slender 
evidence as to place the reconstruction 
well within the reach of controversy and 
disagreement. It cannot be denied, how- 
ever, that Mr. Weigall’s reconstruction— 
even his somewhat daring arrangement 
of the ninth, tenth and eleventh dynasties 
—fits in, to a remarkable degree, with 
what little contemporary evidence is 
available, This fact alone entitles the 
author's thesis to careful attention by 
other Egyptologists. The appearance of 
the remaining volumes of this work will 
be awaited with interest, particularly that 
which will deal with tHe eighteenth 
dynasty.

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“ST. JAMES'S CHURCH, 
Mt. MERRION ESTATE. 
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ENTRANCE TO THE ROCK 
GARDEN. 
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A WALK THROUGH PHE WOODS. 
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DUBLIN BAY FROM THE 
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A SECLUDED SPOT-IN-THE WOODS. 
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ETWEEN the Convent of Mount Anne- 

ville, above Dundrum, and the broad 
~ high road which leads to the pretty 
village of Stillorgan, rises the wooded hill of 
Mount Merrion, the centre of the landscape 
over Dublin Bay, which gradually becomes 
defined as the opalescent mists of an Irish 
sunrise fade away; a landscape known to 
every visitor to [Treland who has stood on 
deck as the Holyhead mail steamer passes 
the Kish laghtship. Around the woods some 
three hundred acres of the richest, grazing 
land in County Dublin slope gently to the 
high stone wall which surrounds the demesne. 
fo the south and south-west the horizon is 
bounded by. the swelling outlines of. the 
Wicklow and Dublin Hills. To the north ithe 
long low line of the Mourne Mountains, sixty 


Jailes and more away, are clearly visible when 


recent rains hayé left the washed air clear; 
while’ the islands of Lambay and Ireland's 
ie give: an added beauty to the sea-scape 
which lies beyond the wind-blown causeway 
which leads on and up to the rhododendron 
covered slopes above the ancient: castle of 
Howth, 

A double avenue of beech trees shades the 
roadway which runs, straight as a rule, for a 
fuil quarter of a mile to the entrance gates 
on the Stillorgan road. This roadway, whose 
immaculate pebbled surface was raked daily, 
had a broad border of century old shaven 
turf, the pride of the Scottish gardener; so 
tended, brushed and rolled was it in those 
days that the most careless visitor would 
have hesitated to sully the velvety perfection 
of the surface with a profane foot. Yet the 
ardener, his voice, with its rich Highland 
‘rogue quivering with fury at the bare recol- 
Iection, would tell how a distinguished citizen 
of Dublin, having ridden to pay his respects 
to his lordship, had, on _  depart- 
ing, cantered gaily down the sacreil 
border, divots flying from his horse’s heels; 
so that the whole length was scarred and 
pitted with hoofmarks, as though the plague 
ha! passed over it, and it was only after 
months of patient labour that the unbroken 
serenity of the surface was restored. 

A second double avenue of great elms still 
marks the road which leads to Merrion 
Castle by way of Foster avenue; a relic of 
the days when my Lord Viscount. Fitz- 
william rode up from his stronghold, down 
by the sands: of Dublin Bay, to hunt the 
stag in the hills. No vestige remains of 
the old castle, but some of the stones may have 
been used in building the Asylum for Female 
Blind which now occupies the site. My 
lord and his retainers would rendezvous and 
carouse in the old stoneshall, with its little 
belfry, which now echoes with the hiss of 
useful, if unromantic, cooking pots. Or they 
would match their fighting cocks in the pit 
close by, the site of which can still be 
traced. Then came the need for a 
dwelling house to take the place of 
ths ruined castle; for the family 
of Fitzwilliam had prospered, and the rents 
from the great squares of the city named 
after them made the holder of the title one 
of the richest noblemen of Ireland. 

From the Days of Edward II. 

The lineage of the owners could be traced 
back to the days of Edward II. of England, 
when Richard Fitzwilliam of Ballymon and 
his wife, Ellena, left as their eldest son and 
heir William, who built the castle of Wicklow 
in the middle of the fourteenth century. His 
great-great-grandson moved farther North, 


and was appointed Constable of the town of 


Swords, near Dublin; then followed Philip, 
Stephen, William, and Richard, after which 
we come to Thomas Fitzwilliam, who is the 
first of the race to be called “of Merrion.” 
He died in 1529, leaving three sons, of whom 
the eldest was ine a gentleman of the 
ings bedchamber two years before his 
father's death, a proof of the dignity to which 
the family had attained. Their connection with 
the Castle of Wicklow was still kept up, for 
the Constable, and Lord Warden ot the 
Marshes of Leinster, was the father of Sir 
Thomas Fitzwilliam, Knight of Merrion, who 
was created Baron Fitzwilliam of Thorn- 
castle and Viscount Fitzwilliam of Meryon 
by letters patent on 5th August, 1629. His 
second son succeeded, and fought for the 
King at Naseby, and afterwards, by his 
victory at Roscommon, when a General, 
serving under the Marquess of Ormonde, 
secured the province of Connaught to the 
King. Created in 1663 Earl of Tyrconnel, he 
died childless, and the new title died with 
him; but the elder honours devolved on his 
brother William, whose son, following the 
fortunes of the ill-fated James IL, was ont- 
lawed for a time. A _ portrait of his wife, 
Mary, daughter of Sir Philip Stapleton, of 
Wighill, hung for many years in the dining- 
room at Mount Merrion. 

Then followed the 5th Viscount, Richard, 
who took his seat in the Irish House of 
Peers in 1710, and whose grandson and name- 
sake succeeded as 7th Viscount in 1776, at 
the age of 52. He was practically the last 
of the line, for his younger brothers, who be- 
came 8th and 9th. Viscounts, were said to have 
been feeble-minded, and, though they inherited 
the honours, did not enjoy the estates. The 
story of the passing of Mount Merrion and 
the lands, which extend from Leinster. House 
to Blackrock, from their ancient owners to a 
family of almost equal lineage, reads like a 
romance, and ea. as well as tragedy has 
a place in it. 

“The Girl He Left Behind Him."’ 

The son and heir of Richard, 6th Viscount 
Fitzwilliam, wac sent off to Cambridge, as 
befitted the son of a Knight of the Bath. a 
Privy Councillor of Ireland, and one who 
bore the splendid title of Vice-Admiral of 
Leinster. But the impulsive blood of the 
young Irish undergraduate was fired by the 
rosy cheeks and golden tresses of a damsel 
who was the Hebe of a local hostelry, in 
other words the barmaid, and he proposed to 
lay his heart and fortune at her feet. His 
noble father very reasonably bjected to the 
fiancee as the future Viscountess, and 
Richard, junior, was packed off to the Con- 
tinent so that the ‘‘ grand tour ” might cool 
his ardour. But his thoughts were always 
with the “ girl he left behind him,” and on 
his return after a year of wandering, he 
posted up in hot haste to his alma mater 
only to find to his great grief that his 
inamorata had consoled herself with a swain 
of her own class, and bid fair to become a 
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buxom matron; for the rich old peer had. 


taken good care to make her a desirable 
matrimonial prize. The disconsolate lover 
vowed that he would never mate, and he kept 
his word. He became a recluse and earned 
no distinctions, but contented himself by col- 
lecting pictures and other rí we of art in 
his homes at Richmond and Mount Merrion. 


‘The two brothers whb were likely to survive 


him were, as has.been stated, of weak in- 
tellc-', arid it was certain that the, Viscountcy 
of Merrion and the Barony of Fitzwilham of 
Thorneastle would both become extinct. so it 
became necessary to find an heir for the es- 
tates. 


A Fitzwilliam Tradition. , 
There was a tradition in the family that 


they and the .Fitzwilliams of Yorkshire had 


in early: days a common ancestor; “but this 
does not seem to have been founded on docu- 
mentary evidence, and it is certain that the 
two families were distinct from the time of 
King John. The armorial bearings of the 
two bore no resemblance to one another, for 
the Merrion Fitzwilliams bore ‘‘ gules on a 
bend, cetised argent, 3 pepinjays vert, beaked 
and le ged gules, and for Crest, in front of a 
EN Ua a tail proper, a FPaamas head 
erased argent collared an — gules, 
while the Yorkshire earldom bore “‘lezengy 
argent and gules.” Ae 

And while discussing the arms it is in- 
teresting to put on record that those painted 
o. tk: ceilifigs of the: colonnade room at 
Wilton House, which should be those of 
Henry Earl of Pembroke and Mary, his 
Countess, daughter of the 5th Viscount Fitz- 
william of Meryon, are incorrectly given as 
‘‘lezengy argent and gules,” whether by 
error or because it was thought that the 
Yorkshire arms were more ancient and hon- 
ourable is not known. If memory serves me 
the same error has ben made on 
the facade of the Fitzwilliam Museum 
at Cambridge, of which more anon. 
The fancied connection with Earl Fitzwil- 
liam led the old viscount to select his heir 
as a candidate for the great property which 
was his to beqyeath. But there was a iar 
closer connection with the Herberts, Earls of 
Pembroke and Montgomery, for his paternal 
great aunt, Mary, daughter of the Sth vis- 
count, had married in 1733 Henry, Earl of 
Pembroke, as we have mentioned above, so 
there was the tie of blood relationship be- 
tween him and the heir to Wilton House. 
Except for these two there appeared to be 
no one who had the smallest claim upon him, 
and it only remained to decide whether blood 
should outweigh similarity in name. 


Drinking Tea Like a Washer Woman. 

The story tells that the two aspirants were 
invited to tea with the Viscount—whether at 
Richmond or at Mount Merrion does not 
transpire. The heir ofthe Fitzwilliams, finding 
his tea too hot, poured it into the saucer. and 
blew on it. This so incensed his host that he 
exclaimed: ‘‘No one who drinks his tea like 
a washerwoman shall. be my heir”; and he 
forthwith willed the whole of the lands to the 
eldest son of the Earl of Pembroke. A cup 
and saucer of the period is still preserved in 
the Pembroke Estate Office, which is said to 
be the very cup and saucer which proved 
the undoing of the Yorkshire family. 

The memory of the faithless damsel was 
still fresh after all these years, and the 7th 
viscount bequeathed his South Sea stock, his 
pictures, books and prints to the University 
of Cambridge, to found the great museum 
whose pillared portico bears his name. 
Sidney Lérd Herbert of Lea was the first of 
the new line to enjoy the old Georgian 


mansion, which had been built in 1727 or | 
thereabouts as an addition to the existing | 
stone hall, of which we have spoken, | 
together with the great range of stab- | 


ling, which covers an area greater than 
that of the house itself. From the wide 
windows he could look over rich green 
pastures over a tall fringe of trees to the 
tumbling waves of Dublin Bay. For while he 
was only the second son, his brother Robert, 
Karl of Pembroke, preferred the excitements 
of Paris to the beauties of Wilton or the quiet 
woods of County Dublin. Sidney Herbert's 
initials may still be seen on the iron gates 
which keep intruders from the fruit garden. 
The sick poor of the city little realise how 
much they owe to the delights of Mount Mer- 
rion; yet the memory of the happy days spent 
there impelled the widow of George, thirteenth 
Earl of Pembroke, to leave a fortune of over 
£30,000 to Dublin hospitals, and one of the 
finest of them bears over the porch the arms 
of Herbert. ' Per pale azure and gules three 
lions rempant argent,’’ with the proad motto 
UNG JE SERVIRKAIL. 

For many years the old house was the home 
of the Vernons, agents to the Pembroke 
estate, for the duties of Sidney, Earl of Pem- 
broke, at first parliamentary, and after he 
succeeded as Lord Steward to Queen Victoria, 
prevented his paying more than fleeting visits 
to the Irish home. It was not until 1903 that 
a member of the family came into permanent 
residence. In that year Lady Beatrix, his 
elder daughter, married a tall young officer of 
the Coldstream Guards, and for ten years it 
becamé their home, Slins from the famous 
cedars of Lebanon at Wilton House were 
planted on the lawn to celebrate their coming 
and the birth of their eldest daughter. The 
great wrought iron gates, which were for- 
merly at the entrance of the Fitzwilliam villa 
at Richmond, were discovered lying dis- 
mantled in an outhouse, and erected in the 
famous rosewalk, which looks out over the 
Stillorgan valley to the bold outline of the 
Three Rock Mountain. 

In the paddocks which lie between the beech. 
wood and the Mount Anneville Convent roamed 
a herd of fal'ow deer, for it was prophesied 
that when deer failed at Mount Merrion 
the ownership would pass from the Herberts: 
who carn sav that the prediction has not been 
fulfilled? The great war saw the extinction 
of the herd, and th» house and pastures have 
passed into other hands. 


Even the little chapel at the corner of the ' 


rk wall has its own romance, for there 
ord Lansdowne’s daughter, widow of the ill. 
fated Marquess of Waterford, found happiness 
once more by her alliance with Lord Osborne 
Beauclerk. 

Historical interest does not stop at the 
lodge gates or high stone walls of the 
demesne, for on the farther side of the Still. 
organ road a wall equally high shuts out the 


| equestrian statue dominates the entrance to 


beauties of Saint Helens, the gift of a grateful 
nation to Lord Gough, the Indian hero, whose 


the Phoenix Park. The walls of which I have 
spoken, which conceal so many glimpses of 
woodlands and green pastures from the way- 
farer, have their own story, albeit a sad one, 
for they were built in times of famine to pro- 
vide work for starving peasants. 

To return to Mount Merrion: the long, 
broad terrace which skirts the wood on its 
northern side, and which is bounded by a 
‘‘ha-ha”’ fence which protects the garden 
from straying cattle, overlooks the whole city 
of Dublin, from the long, low line of the 
North Wall, past Gandon’s ruined master- 
piece, the Dublin Custom House, tke loss of 
which, the citizens will one day mourn in 
sackcloth and ashes, for its dome had no 
peer in the architecture of the Three King- 
doms,, perhaps in the world. Next, the green 
copper of the roof of the Masonic Girls 
Schoo! catches the eye, against the haze of 
smoke which lies over the great residential 
squares, Fitzwilliam and Merrion, which owe 
their origin to the line of Viscounts of which 
we have outlined the history. Of towers and 
spires there are many to break the ribbed 
lines of dwellinghouses, and the great block 


of the brewery at St. James’s Gate leads up 
to the last landmark of all, only visible when 
the air is crystal clear, the great obelisk 
which records the victories of the great son of 
Ireland, Arthur, Duke of Wellington. 


Titania's Palace. § 

In the wood behind the broad walk, not far 
from the great gates which once adorned Sir 
Matthew Decker’s villa at Richmond, there 
stands an old sycamore, which was the 
jons et origo of the idea which culminated in 
Titania’s Palace, and which was the elder 
sister of that great Queen’s Doll's House which 
was the central attraction at the Empire's 
greatest exhibition. For the alleged ine. 
pearance of the Fairy Queen into the roots of 
this ancient tree was the beginning of a 
scheme to help the crippled children of the 
nation, of which the ultimate development 
cannot be estimated. If fate decrees that the 
woods of Mount Merrion must fall, let us 
hope that this one landmark may be pre- 
served to end its days in peace. 

There are few spots in County Dublin 
which can boast such a record as that which 
we have briefly outlined. It is peopled with 
the ghosts of the past, from the fifteenth cen- 
tury, when it came as part of the lands 
known as Cnocro, or the Red Hill, the pro- 
perty of Walter de Rideleford, Lord of Bray, 
into the possession of the Fitzwillam of Dun- 
drum, together with the remainder of the 
lands of Owenstown, down to the present, 
when it has changed from a place of host- 
ing or assembly of the troops of the Pale to a 
quiet residential estate on the outskirts of a 
great city. 

Many distinguished men besides those al. 
ready mentioned have passed their leisure 
moments in its pleasant grounds; for it is re- 
corded in the History of Dublin County that 
wher? the fifth Viscount settled for a time in 
England, he let Mount Merrion to John Wain- 
wright, one of the honourable Barons of the 
Exchequer in Ireland. But his tenure was A 
short one, for after an attempt had been 
made on his life, he fell a victim to the 
famine fever, which was so _ prevalent 
in the lean year of 1741. Next came 
Robert Jocelyn, Lord Chancellor, better 
known as faron Newport. of New- 
port; in the County of Tipperary. Then 
in the eighteenth century came a tenant bear- 
ing a name well known to Irishmen even cf 
these days, Peter la Touche, member of 
Parliament, who was succeeded by a second 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland, although at the 
time of his residence he was only Attorney- 
General, and took up other quarters when he 
had earned his title of Lord Clare in or about 
the year 1793. Then came three agents, first 
Miss Barbara Fagan, who, as Mrs. Richard 
Verschovle, is. said to have sat daily at the 
foot of the stone obelisk which marks the 
head of the double avenue, watching for her 
husband's return. Then Mr. Cornelius Sul- 
livan, and finally the Mr. John Edward 
Vernon, of whom we have already spoken, 
and who was succeeded by his sou Fane and 
his grandson Henry at the Pembroke Estate 
Office in Wilton place. 

There are very few engravings of the 
house, for it was of no architectural import- 
ance, but there are many watercolour draw 
ings of the park preserved at the Fitzwilliam 
Museum, most of them by William Ashford, 
a clever painter who flourished at the latter 
half of the eighteenth century. Ín the 
museum, which owes so much to his munifi- 
cence, is the portrait of Richard, second 
Viscount, painted by Nathaniel Hone, mezzo- 
fint engravings of which are not uncommon. 
There, too, may be seen portraits by Prince 
Hoare of Richard, the sixth Viscount, and h's 
wife Catherine.

sat in state to listen to the plays of “ the 
man Shakespeare.’’. Then to be instrumental 
in founding a great hospital for Dublin, an 
act which did not end the benefaction, for all 
the sick poor of Dublin have reason to bless 
the name of Gertrude Countess of Pembroke 
for her great bequest. Lastly, to become for 
a decade and more the peaceful home of 
Ulster King of Arms, twentieth of the line, 
and his bride, a tenancy to be rudely shat- 
tered by the sound of the guns of Flanders. 

The curtain falls and the scene is prepared 
for other players; and there is a sigh of 
regret for the passing of an old tradition. 
But if the rich pastures which slope from the 
woods crowning Mount Merrion hill lend their 
broad acres to smiling homesteads and the 
sound of happy children’s laughter is heard 
where once the cattle grazed, even those who 
most reverence the story of the past must be

Britain and Geneva. 
The speech which Mr. Austen Chamber- 


lain. made yesterday to the Assembly of 


the League of Nations had been awaited 
with eagér interest. If Europe is to have 
peace—not merely an uneasy peace in our 
own time, but a settled and enduring peace 
—her chief hope lies in the international 
organisation - at Geneva. To-day the 
League is rather a potential than an actual 
instrument of peace. It has to its credit 
some substantial achievements in Eastern 
Europe, but its ambition still outstrips its 
powers of fulfilment and its foundations 
are not yet secure. Germany and Russia 
lie still without the camp, and the United 
States, a curious blend of caution and 
idealism, is waiting upon events. The 
country which can do most for the League, 
and pays, perhaps, the most sincere 
allegiance to its hopes, is Great Britain ; 
yet recently, in the matter of the proposed 
Protocol, Britain. found herself: compelled 
to reject the League’s counsels. This was 
the situation which Mr. Chamberlain, as 
the spokesman of the British Government, 
discussed yesterday; and his speech, we 
think, must have left a good impression on 
the Assembly. In effect, he nailed Britain’s 
colours to the mast of the League of 
Nations. Moral sanctions, he said, are 
more important than physical sanctions. 
They must be established throughout the 
world by. mutual agreements that will 
guarantee permanent peace; and to this 
end all the authority and prestige of Great 
Britain be at the service of the 
Mr. Chamberlain explained that 
the British Government's rejection of the 
Protocol was due in part to the’ pressure 
cf an imperial opinion which it could not 
ignore, and in part to its own very definite 
views on questions of procedure as dis- 
tinguished from questions .of principle.

The British Government wishes to apply. 
to the development of; the League of 
Nations the principle which has guided the 
development of the British Empire. This 
policy, or instinct, is at the root of its 
attitude to the present conflict oí wills 
between France and Germany. In his 
opening ‘address to the’ Assembly M. Pain- 
levé said that, while the Latin mind argued 
from the general to the concrete, the Anglo- 
Saxon mind went, more easily from ‘the 
concréte: to the general. Yesterday Mr. 
Chamberlain repeated and confirmed this 
observation. The Protocol was designed: to 
meet every sort of. political or “military 
emergency in any part oí the world. The 
British nations disliked it because it was 
too logical and too spacious. It seemed to 
involve them in premature commitments; 
and, as a proposed solution..of the imme- 
diate tronble—the relations between France 
and Germany—it ignored the lessons’ of 
history and lacked the human - touch. 
There is some likelihood that, if the League 
has its way, the British system of 
beginning at the bottom may prevail, in 
the settlement. of European affairs, over 
the French system . of beginning at the 
top. The ‘Security Pact’”. is not 
specifically before the Assembly, but the 
reports concerning it.frem Geneva—where. 
the protagonists of “the five nations are 
gathered together—are not disgouraging. 
The Rhineland negotiations aré making 
good progress, and it is now certain ‘that 
the German Government will be repre- 
sented at an early: conference. If the 
human touch can be established between 
Paris and Berlin, the outstanding, problem

The School and the World. 


There are sixty-five happy children in a 
school in County Gavan to-day. The 
Rector of Kilmore, the Reverend W. .J. 
Askins, assisted by the teachers, brought 
these pupils to Dublin yesterday for a 
visit to the Zoological Gardens. While 
the wonders of their excursion. are 
fresh the children’s. memory, they 
are to write essays describing their 
adventures and impressions, and a 
generous friend has promised a prize for 
the best composition. We doubt not that 
the teachers of Gartbratten School here- 
after will observe a new zest in the 
children’s daily studies. The. greater 
world beyond the rural parish, whereof 
the school books speak, will be more rea! 
to the youthful imaginations. Lessons in 
reading and geography will be learned more 
easily, and it will “be long before the 
stimulus of yesterday’s trip wil] be spent. 
School excursions of ‘this sort are practised 
commonly enough in Britain. Children 
are taken in large parties to Wembley— 
where life in all the continents is repro- 
duced in little—and to the great museums 


in 


‘and’ art ‘galleries in which the intellectual 


achievements of mankind are arrayed. We 
should like to see the enterprise of the 
Rector of Kilmore copied throughout Ire- 
land. Introduction to the unfamiliar 
things of the world is needed even more 


by Irish than by British school children, 


since rural life throughout our land is 
unduly remote from the ‘large realities. 
Always and everywhere the “ Zoo ”’ holds 
livelier attraction for children than any 
other sight of the city, and no boy or girl 
in Ireland should grow up without enjoy- 
ing a visit to the home of bear and bison, 
elephant and seal. Our Botanic Gardens, 
again, offer a spectacle of beauty which 
refines the young mind reared in places 
where flowers are held to be worthless if 
they do not bloom on vegetables. In the 
rare grasses and mosses which are culti- 
vated in the botanic rockery there is an 
image of the wild earth; and the land of 
the Riffs suddenly seems near when the 
pupil is shown vegetation that has been 
transplanted from the Atlas Mountains. 
Assuredly no Irish child should be taught 
his country’s history without being taken 
to see the illuminated manuscripts, the 
antique Hirps and torques and precious 
chalices, which are preserved in Dublin— 
relics not of the Irish past alone, but of 
a phase in the story of the Western world. 
Christ Church should be as much a place 
of pilgrimage # Irish youth as West- 
minster Abbey is to their cousins across the 
Channel. Yet school children’s visits to 
the capital may yield their richest benefits 
in unforeseen spectacles. Among the ships 
seen lying in the river—all of them laden 
with romance—there may be a steamer 
with Fiume, as its place of origin, largely 
lettered on the stern, and the framework 
of an awning for protection against the 
Mediterranean sun conspicuous on the 
deck. For the observant schoolboy such a 
sight, a token of the Adriatic port brought 
into his bodily presence, will give new life 
to the schoolbook and the newspaper. 
How ean children learn aught of the world

achievement, when. the town to them is a 
collection of forty grubby houses, thirty of 
which are drink-shops?

A Soldier Citizen. 


The: death of Captain W. P. Walker, 
who. for some years had been Chairman 
of the British Legion of ex-Service Men in 
the Saorstat, is a blow to the Comrades’ 
movement; Fe was largely responsible 
for the very remarkable solidarity among 
the ex-soldiers which is now such a 
distinct feature of our town and village 
life’ “To get the men ‘together after the 
European maelstrom was a difficult task. 
They returned from the battlefields of 
France -andFlanders, Gallipoli, Salonika 
and Pales‘.tie t a changed Ireland, where 
old values had ceased to.count, and there 
was. scarcely a niche into. which they 
could be fitted. C.vil war followed, but, 
despite: that upheaval, the ex-Service men 
gradually came together in their clubs 
and circles, until to-day they are, perhaps, 
the most solidly organised section.of the 
community. It is not a section in the 
narrow sense; for Irish ex-Service men 
have demonstrated their resolve to work 
for the good government and honour of 
The Ireland for which they 
fought—for which thousands of their 
comradés died on foreign fields—is still 
Ireland. Comradeship is the secret of the 
Legicn’s success; and who can know more 
of comradeship than iers and sailors? 
It is a secret learned only in adversity— 
knee-deep in muddy trenches, or on long 
vigils upon the decks of warships in the 
world's saven seas. Captain Walker served 
thronghout the campaign on the Western 
front and realised to tho full the meaning 
of this comradeship. When he returned 
to Ireland he found the ex-Service men

Forgotten History. 


Correspondents of the Northern Whiy 
are discussing a curious point of 
Ulster history. Old maps show that 
Venetian mariners were familiar in 
the fourteenth century with the coast 
of Antrim and with Rathlin Island. What 
did they seek in that bleak northern sea? 
It is suggested that they carried away 
from Rathlin sand suitable for the making 
of glass. From Venice, hugging the coast 
in their unseaworthy craft, the traders 
would have to, make a voyage of some 
5.000 miles, so that it is certain that sand 
was not their object; but it may be that 
vessels reaching Northern Ireland and 
Scotland were ac€ustomed to carry away 
as ballast the valuable, ylass-yielding sand, 
to discharge it at some manufacturing 
spot in France or Spain on their home- 
ward-bound journey. It is interesting to 
think of the galley which the MacDonalds 
bore in their voat of arms—emblem of 
their seafaring fame—as typica) also of 
traffic between the sea around Rathlin and 
the centres of European civilisation. The 
measure of intercourse between our 
Atlantic coasts and Europe in distant 
times is being slowly investigated. In 
Norman days Bastern spices were unloaded 
in the Irish ports. Does not an Arabian 
proverb of great antiquity allude to our 
island? Will our scholars ever discover 
what measure of acquaintance the seamen 
of Barbary had with the natural harbours 
of our coast? One episode—when an 
Irish traitor piloted the Algerine pirates 
up an Irish fjord—has been made familiar 
to us all by Davis’s ballad; but who knows 
how many an unwritten raid tore girl and 
youth from the Irish shore to be bartered 
in the slave markets of Islam?

THE THRIFT MOVEMENT. 


SAVINGS COMMITTEE FOR 
COUNTY CORK. 

At the School of Art, Emmet place, Cork, 
yesterday, the formal opening of the Cork 
School of Commerce took place. 

A feature of the function was the presence 
of Mr. T. P. Gill, who delivered a very in- 
structive and practical address in furtherance 
of the establishment of a Central Savings 
Committee. 

In his letter of apology for non-attendance, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Colohan, Bishop of Cork, 
said :— 

“ Every movement is to be commended 
that has for its object the development of 
personal character; personal self-reliange, and 
the fostering of a sense of common citizen- 
ship. of a duty not only to oneself, but also 
to the public good. The national thrift 
movement is a movement in the right direc- 
tion. I see in your city already striking 
evidence of thrift among many wage-earners, 
and . in particular, evidence on the part of 
unmarried workers of a wise, thoughtful pro- 
vision by banking their savings for the day 
when they shall be married and have the 
charge of a home,” 


CORK’'S LEAD. 

In the course of hie address, Mr. Gill said 
that Cork, in the step it was taking for 
establishing a Savings Committee, was giving 
a~ lead in a verv important national move- 
ment, and was the first big city to establish 
its own Savings Committee. Dublin had not 
vet formed such a committee. ‘The Central 
Savings Committee was not a Dublin, but a 
national “bedy, in which Cork was repre- 
sented. Cork was the first big city to decide 
upon @ committee for its own civic area, and 
the lead of Cork in this respect would, he 
hoped, in due course of time, be followed by 
Dublin itself, and by the other county 
boroughs and chief towns. 

A vote of thanks having been passed to 
Mr. Gill, Mr. Daly, M.A., proposed :— 

“That a Savings Committee for the County 
of Cork be, and is hereby, established, in 
conformity with the obiects of the Central 
Savings Committee. ' 

The committee embraced the Most Rev. 
Dr. Colahan, Bishop of Cork; Monsignor 
Sexton, the Rev. Dr. Dowse, Dean Barring- 
ton, C. P. Murphy, President, Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation, and many _ influential 
citizens. 

Mr. Daly said that he felt certain that the 
thrift movement would confer a signal benefit 
on the country. 

Mr. Gogan seconded the motion, which was 
then passed.

BRITISH MILK SUPPLIES. 
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FARMERS AND THE PROPOSED 
PRICE REDUCTIONS, 


The following statement was issued by the 
British National Farmers’ Union last night :— 

“In spite of the disclaimer issued by the 
National Federation of Dairymen’s Associa- 
tiona, the National Farmers’ Union em- 
phatically adheres to the accuracy of its 
statement, that the prices offered to prodycers 
for the coming contract ‘year represent an 
average reduction of jd. per gallon on those 
paid under current contracts. The producers’ 
representatives are well qualified to judge the 
real character of the ofter made by the dis- 
tributive trade, and they are quite satisfied 
that they have appreciated it correctly, 
“A more serious matter, however, in the 
view of the Union, is the Federation's allega- 
tion that the prices proposed by the producers’ 
representatives, if agreed to, would mean 
‘a considerable increase’ in the price to be 
charged to the consumer.’ On that point, all 
that we wish to say, at the moment, is that 
no evidence in support of that contention was 
submitted to the Joint Committee, nor has 
any such evidence appeared in the Press. 
_ “The essential fact for the public to bear 
in mind js that the revised offer made by 
the distributors on Tuesday was deliberately 
put forward as being ‘ final.’ . The distributors 
delivered their ultimatum, and told the pro- 
ducers that they could take the offer or leave 
it. In other words,.the Dairymen’s Federation 
nad no use for further negotiation. Their 
ultimatum was delivered at a point which 
would give them a margin. of 1b 7-12d. ‘per 
gallon, as against their existing 101d. This 
increase would be exavted at the expense 
of the producer, and no part of it woah go 
to the advantage of the consuming public. 
“* Existing contracts between producers and 
distributors terminate on Sept@nber 30th. lí 
fresh contracts have not. been signed by that 
date, consumers will know to what cause any 
resultant curtailment of supplies must be 
ascribed. In the meantime, every effort will 
be made to improvise alternative channels of 
distribution, and to see that the public suffer 
no unnecéssary inconvenience.”

Broadcast from Geneva. 


The utmost that can be said of the 
broadcasting of the speech made by Mr. 
Chamberlain before the Assembly of the 
Leacue of Nations to-day is that it was 
a littie better than that of the Painlevo 
speech which was broadcast on Tuesday. 
There seemed to be somewhat less disturb- 
ance, Representatives of the engineering 
department of the British Broadcasting 
Ccmpany were of the opinion that these 
ty experiments from Geneva during tne 
week have proved that the long line across 
the land Loundaries is unsatisfactory, but 
the tests prove the feasibility of the wire- 
les: link. The radiation from the Eiffel 
Tower was very faithfully produced, and 
caught up at Bromley, in Kent, and again 
reproduced well in London and Daventry.

The Boundary Commission. 


The discussions of the Boundary Com- 
mission were resumed this afternoon at 
the London offices of the Commission, but 
the proceedings were rather less protracted 
than is usual. When the Commission 
presents its report not even the most 
hostile critic will be able to say that its 
findings have not been thoroughly con- 
sidered. The Commssien has now been 
in existence ten months, and during 
nearly the whole of that time has devoted 
itself to the business in hand. I believe 
I am right in saying that neither Com- 
missioners nor the staff of the Commission 
have taken a holiday since the proceed 
ings commenced.

A Milk War. 


Negotiations between the National 
Farmers’ Union and the Dairymen s 
Federation have reached a deadlock, and 
both sides are preparing for battle. The 
farmers threaten to act as their own 
distributors, and are purchasing churns 
and arranging for the hire of floats, carts 
and barrows, while the dairymen believe 
that they can obtain sufficient supplies 
from independent sources, and will under- 
sell the farmers should they attempt to 
enter the distributing trade. The same 
situation ruled before the signing of the 
present agreement. which expires 
September 30th; but in the end a com- 
promise was arranged. As the difference 
is stated to be but a farthing a gallon 
it should not be difficult to bring both 
sides into line. 


Yield of the Crops. 


ii 
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In spite oí the heavy storms in August, 
which caused damage to standing crops in 
a few localities, the grain crops in 
E..gland already harvested are of good 
quality and up to the ten-year average, 
according to the Ministry.of Agriculture s 
report on agricultural conditions for 
September. The prospective total yields 
of the principal cereals, based upon cond1- 
tions on September Ist, are :—Wheat, 
26,085,000, compared with 27,260,000 cwts 
in 1924 ; barley, 18,994,000, compared with 
20,280,000 in 1924; oats, 25.391.000, com- 
pared with 29,980,000 in 1924. Early 
potatoes were rather below the averace, 
but main crop varieties have made good 
progress and promise yields little, if at 
all, below the average. Disease is re 
ported in a few districts, but only small 
areas appear to be affected. 


Cigarette Machines. 


Since it is impossible to obtain a 
cigarette after eight o'clock from a London 
stop, the automatic cigarette machine was 


invented, and finds a place in front of 


many tobacconists’ shops, where a very 
good trade is done: The police intend to 
take steps, however, to test the legality 
of the machines: for it seems that children 
have discovered that they éan buy cigarettes 
through the machines, although the 
Children’s Act debars them from smoking. 
Over five ‘sousand. of these machines have 
been erected in the Metropolitan area 
during the present year, so that the Joss 
to the tobaceo trade will be considerable 
should the use of the machines be de- 
clared illegal. 


New Read Surface. 


A new method of road surfacing is being 
tested in ¢he Holborn district, and the 
experiment is being keenly watched bv 
officials of the Ministry of Transport. i 
successful, it wil] revolutionise road re- 
pairing and dispense with all the breaking 
uy and réconereting which now occupy 
wceks, to the despair of every user of the 
thoroughfare under treatment. The new 
method, which takes only a few days. 
consists of spreading a carpet of natural 
Teastic asphait> over the top of the exist- 
ing blocks. This carpet is about an inch 
and a half thick, seems to stand summer 
heat well, and up to now has proved equal 
to the strain of heavy traffic. Its resist- 
ance to cold and frost has yet to be tested, 
bur so far the new process has proved a 
success.

" ADVANCE 
BE. UNIFORM.” 
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From “‘ Tue Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 

. PARIS, Thursday. 

A French offensive in Morocco began to- 
day. A brief telegram from Fez announces 
that the advance has begun on the Wergha 
front north of that city. The offensive 
along the whole front has been preceded 
by the usual artillery preparation and by 
a great many bombing expeditions carried 
out by aeroplane squadrons, not only over 
the actual front, but over the centres of 
concentration and supply, in the Riff 
itself. 

The offensive is general in the sense that 
there will be actions in a greater or less 
degree on all parts of the front. But the 
advance cannot be uniform, and it is 
known that certain major operations at 
chosen points are being undertaken. 

There is as yet no indication of the 
strategic plans which Marshal Pétain has 
drawn up in his recent consultations with 
the general officers commanding the various 
sectors. Some of the particular objects of 
the offensive will, doubtless, be discernible 
shortly. when the first results are known. 

There may be only six weeks or so avail- 
able for the operations before the autumn 
rains make active campaigning impossible 
on a large scale. 

The Spanish force landed at Alhucemas 
Bay will doubtless serve the purpose of 
drawing off Riff forces from other points. 
It may, in particular, relieve the pressure 
on the Spanish front near Tetuan. 

It is known that the Jabala are pressing 
their attack in the neighbourhood of Ta 
Ben Karr ch, and that the Spanish post 
there is surrounded. It is scarcely likely 
that the Spanish landing force will be 
able, before the campaign ends, to carry 
out a long advance southwards into the 
Riff, as is suggested in some quarters. 

According to statements published to- 
day, however, the Spanish force is con- 
siderable. 


PREPARING FOR THE 
ATTACK, 


PARIS, Thursday, 1 p.m. 

The latest information from the Moroccan 
front shows that artillery preparation, paving 
the way for the attack of the land forces, 
still continues. 

Despatches from Morocco confirm the rela- 
tively limited nature of the operations. The 
artillery bombardment, which is taking place 
over a front of sixty kilometres, is stated to 
be the preparation of an attack, having for 
its object the re-occupation of the zone north- 
wards of the Werga, the troops starting from 
the two wings at Tofrantkand and Aichay. 

This action naturally in no way precludes 
the extension of the offensive should cir- 
cumstances warrant it. 

General Primo De Rivera has telegrapehd 
to M. Painlevé:—‘I have great pleasure in 
informing you that the work of Admiral 
Hallier’s squadron has been brilliantly effec- 
tive. ” His flagship has given most effective 
aid in the operations which are being suc- 
cessfully carried out.”’ 


FRENCH ADMIRAL'S MANCUVRE. 
MADRID, Thureday. 

A telegram from Melilla states that a new 
‘* feint’’ landing was effected between Sidi 
Dris and Cape Guilates with the co-operation 
of the French squadron. The battleship 
Paris, flying the flag of Admiral Hallier, and 
with General Sanjyrjo on board, approached 
t"; coast in such a way as to give the im- 
pression at a certain moment that she had 
run aground, The intention of the Admiral 
ws; to force the Riffians to disclose the posi- 
tion of their artillery park and guns. 

Having made detailed observation of the 
position of the guns, the Paris removed to 
a distance from the coast, and then began a 
bombardment of the battery, in. which the 
other vessels taking part in the demonstration 
joined. One of the enemy guns was seen 
to be destroyed. Later aeroplanes discovered 
that two guns had been actually dismantled. 
(Reuter. )

DEFENDERS EVACUATE 
CASTLEBAR. 


INCIDENTS OF REARGUARD 
ACTION. 


(Froa Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) | 
CASTLEBAR, Thursday. 

Though bitter cold rain drove down the 
slopes of the mountains between Lough Conp 
and Castlebar to-day, the troops engaged in 
the Western Command manceuvres were by no 
means dispirited, those of the Red (invading) 
force being seized with the ardour of pursuit, 
while the Blue battalions had apparently been 
given to undefstand that, though retiring, 
they were not routed. 

The foothills along the eastern face of those 
mountains were the scene of to-day’s opera- 
tion. The three battalions composing the Blue 
force were conceived as a rearguard covering 
the evacuation of Castlebar. From Castlebar 
a narrow road leads north to Ballina, covering 
the foot of Lough Conn near a place called 
Pontoon. Being confined to this one track, 
transport could be moved but slowly. "Blue's 
object, therefore. was to hold positions cover- 
ing the track till the transport had cleared 
Pontoon Bridge. The road runs across bog 
all the way, and maneuvring in its immediate 
neighbourhood was impossible. 

As the road is commanded, to a certain 
extent, from the higher ground of the mapn- 
tain spurs, the Blue commander left only a 
weak flank guard to block the road, placing 
the greater part of his strength across the 
ridge on his right. 

The Red commander, who was anxious to 
seize the Blve transport before it could cross 
Pontoon Bridge, planned to sweep along the 
same ridge with his main body, only minor 
attention being given to the bog road. 


CONFUSED FIGHTING. 

Thus it happened that the main forces of 
both sides met*on the ridge. The fighting 
there was somewhat confused in result, largely 
for want of field signalling arrangements, and 
also because the broken nature of the country 
prevented consultation between the umpires. 
So, while there was no question as to the 
vigour of Red's attack, which made a fine 
obstacle as it swept across the slopes of the 
ridge, a feature being made of section rushes 
covered by rapid fire by flanking sections, 


umpires, the ground being covered by fire from 
other Blue positions. 

When the operation was called off Blue still 
had a strong force opposed to Red, and had 
amply covered the movement of its transport 
along the road below, 

The terrain used to-day was quite different 
in its nature from that covered in the opera- 
tions of the preceding days. The forces were 
opposed on a shorter front, and the elash on 
the boulder-strewn hillside was more spec- 
tacular than the reconnaissance and skirmish- 
ing work of Tuesday and Wednesday. 

e umpires’ reports, by the way, show 
that on all three days armoured cars have 
been used effectively by goth sides. Spectators 
had small inkling of the fact, for machine gun 
fire with blank ammanition was not practic- 
able. To indicate firing a smal! red paper flag 
was pushed out over the barrel of the gun, 
and the umpire then had to estimate the effect 
of the fire on the enemy. 


DEAD, YET FIRING. 

Much of the volley firing of the infantry, 
so impressive with sound and the spurt of 
flame, was done by sections which, had they 
but known, had been wiped out by armoured- 
car guns that never made sound or sign. 
To-day, when the ground was so broken, 
there were questions of the tenability 4f 
positions which, as one observer remarked, 
only lead could decide 

The battalions engaged in these manceuvres 
were the first Irish-speaking Battalion from 
Galway. the fourth from Castlebar, and the 
twenty-fifth from Athlone, composing the 
Red force ; and the second from Finner Camp, 
the third from Boyle and the sixth from 
Athlone, composing the Blue force. 

The manceuvres have been restricted to 
infantry exercises. No co-operation with 
artillery or air arms has been practised, even 
on paper, and no practical exercises were 
given to the medical, engineering, transport, 
and signal units included in the command.

LIMERICK WORKERS’ 


DEMAND... 


EARLY SETTLEMENT 
EXPECTED. 


A DIFFICULTY regarding the rates of 
wages to be paid to labourers em- 
ployed on work connected with the Shannon 
power scheme arose unexpectedly in 
Limerick yesterday. The local branch of 
the Labourers’ Union objected to the rates 
of pay offered by the contractors, and 
a representative of Messrs. Siemens 
Schuckert is expected’ in Limerick on 
Saturday to confer with the men’s répre- 
sentatives. 


THE VALUE OF LABOUR. 


TWO VIEWS. 

The intention was to take on forthwith a 
number of men on the construction of a light 
railway between Longpavement Station and 
Ardnacrusha, the site of the main generating 
Station. 

The representative of the contractors, 
Messrs. Siemens Schuckert, offered the men 
eightpence per hour for a 54-hour week. 
This was refused by the local. branch of the 
‘transport and General Workers’ Union, who 
Claimed that the City of Limerick rate for 
labourers cngaged on building, excavation 
and constructional work was otfe shilling and 
threepence halfpenny per bour for a 47-hour 
week, and one shilling and a penny per hour 
for a 54-hour week in this district, which 
includes the counties of Limerick and’ Clare. 

It was conveyed to'the Transport Workers’ 
Union by Mr. Dietrich, for the contractors; 
that the estimate of the power scheme was 
based on the rate of eightpence an hour, and 
that, pending instructions, he had no 
authority to offer more. 

The Transport Workers’ Union reply is 
that, twelve months ago, people purporting 
to be representatives of Siemens Schuckert, 
Who visited Limerick, were supplied with 
‘the, rates of wages for skilled and unskilled 
labour in the city and the district. 

The dispute remains unsettled, but the 
managing director of the contractors is to 
come to “Limerick to-morrow (Saturday), and 
it is anticipated that the difficulty will be 
amicably arranged. 


MATERIAL FROM

FIRST CONSIGNMENT. 


Interest in Limerick in the Shannon power | 


scheme, which was already keen, has been 
accentuated by the arrival on Sunday last of 
the first section of constructional material, on 
board one of the Limerick Steamship Com- 
yany’s steamers, the Luimneach, from Ham- 
purg. She carried 600 tons of machinery 
and plant. . There are in the consignment 
ironwork for the construction of the dock 
railway, materials for the erection of hut- 
ments for workers, and a 25-ton electric crane, 
which will be assembled at the docks forth- 
with, to be employed in unloading the great 
bulk of the material required for the purposes 
of the scheme. 

It is hoped that within a week from now 
the great enterprise will have been embarked 
upon. One of the first works will be the 
construction of a link connecting the Great 
southern Railway with the docks. This pro- 
ject had been talked of for the past quarter 
of a ‘century, it being recognised that it 
would serve as an important feeder to the 
port and develop its trade and commerce. 
lt remained, however, for the introduction oi 
the Shannon scheme to bring this ‘link ”’ 
to practical realisation, although the Harbour 
Board had again and again urged its im- 
portance as a work of public necessity. The 
line will join up with the Cork and 
Kerry section at Rathbrien, about two miles 
distant from from the Docks, and will run 
through Corkanree, along by the lower por- 
tion of the Limerick Race Company's pro- 
perty at Greenpark, and thence to the Great 
Southern Company's system. 


STARTING THE WORK. 

It is expected that the construction of the 
“link ” will commence on the 15th instant— 
the land has already been “ pegged’ out— 
and that it will be completed, it is hoped, by 
the end of December. 

Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert will begin the 
building of the line of railway from Long- 
pavement Station, on the Limerick and Ennis 
system. to Ardnacrusha, where the main 
generating power station is to be erected. 
The object of this small link is to take all 
material by rail to the site of the principal 
electrification works, but these works, as al- 
ready stated in whe /rist Timea, will not be 
commenced until the coming spring. 

Tt will be necessary to have the army of 
workers engaged on the Shannon scheme 
housed as close to their work as possible, and. 
with this object, the contractors. intend to 
build a large number of hutments in the Ard- 
nacrusha and Parteen districts. 

The scheme will mean a big thing. for 
Limerick as regards labour and the circula- 
tion of money, as during the period of con 
struction it is estimated that from three: to 
five thousand men will be engaged on the 
works, This wil! absorb all the unemployed 
in the city and of a considerable radius ad- 
jacent to it. Furthermore, the population of 
Limerick is certain to he considerably aug- 
mented in the future by the accretion of 
labour which will be required during and after 
the completion of the power scheme. 


DOCK IMPROVEMENT. 

Another important. feature of the enterprise 
is the extension of Limerick Docks, which the 
Harhour Commissioners have had under con- 
sideration for a considerable time past. It 
is how almost certain that the contract for 
this work will go to the builders of the 
Shannon Power Scheme, whose plans have 
heen before the Harbour Board. and accepted 
by thet body. The extension scheme will 
consist of enlarging the present Dock basin by 
550 feet, with an entrance at the western side, 
which is deemed essential as the tendency now- 
adays is for vessels of much larger tonnage 
than hitherto to @me to the port. The Docks 
extension will afford much. greater facilities 
to vessels of large draught. and thus develop 
the trade of Limerick as a distributing centre,

BELFAST DENTIST’S APPEAL 
AGAINST FINE, 


In the Belfast Recorder's Court yesterday 
Patrick McKnight, 45 Kashmir road, Belfast, 
appealed from the decision of the magistrates 
in fining him £5 on the 28th March last at 
the .prosecution by the Dental Board of the 
United Kingdom for having, as alleged, 
practised dentistry while he was not regis- 
tered in the Hentists’ Register, under the 
Dentists’. Act, 1878, contrary to Section 1 of

AGREEMENTS TO SECURE 


PEACE. 


GENEVA, Thursday. 

The principal point of interest here this 
morning was the fact that Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain was to address the Assembly. of 
the Lea for the first time on the work of 
the Council, and on. the measures taken to 
execute the decisions of the nape, 

Mr. Chamberlain ascended the tribune at 
11 o'clock, and began by alluding to the high 
henour which the ‘Assembly had conferred 
on Great Britain and the Dominions in select- 
ing a distinguished member from among the 
latter to fill the chair in the Assembly. He 
referred to the growth and influence of. the 
League, and said that his own country. had’ 
marked its respect for the League by deputing 
him, as Foreign Secretary, to attend the 
Assembly. A practical proof of this lay in the 
fact’ that Great Britain was ever ready to 
accept its’ decisions, and m this connection he 
alluded to. the case between Britain and the 
Turkish Republic, now before the Council. 
‘We have appealed,’’ he .said, “to your 
Society for a solution of the conflict.’’ 

Mr. Chamberlain spoke next of the many 
activities of the League, but remarked . that 
he would not detain the Assembly any longer 
on that point, as the subject had already been 
eloquently dealt with by M. Painlevé in his 
opening speech. Proceeding, he reiterated the 
reasons—quoting an extraet from his former 
statement before the Council—why Britain 
was unable to accept the Protocol drawn up 
last year for the pacific settlement of inter- 
national conflicts. He dwelt at some length 
on this important subject, and, alluding to the 
objects which the Protocol had in view, de-. 
clared that this Assembly did not hold 
different views as regards these subjects. 
Great Britain's views on the subject were 
already known. He would, however, present 
one or two further considerations. 


MORAL SANCTIONS. 

He next referred to the relations between 

Great, Britain and the Dominions and to the 
constitutional practices concerning these rela- 
tions. He declared that Britain's practice 
was to eschew general principles, adding: 
“We proceed from the particular to the 
general, and not from the general to the 
particular. ' 
“Tt is, therefore,” he continued, ''inspired 
by our history and habits of mind, that we 
approach the consideration of this important 
matter. We are loyal to the Covenant. We 
share vour anxiety for the peace of the world. 
I beg the Assembly to believe that we act 
in the spirit of the Covenant. Our effort 
is to promote peace and abolish war if you 
can. If not, then render it difficult to make 
war, and give time to the friends of peace 
to promote peace. Moral sanctions are more 
important than physical sanctions. Our 
object: is te: pursue peace. disarmament. and 
security through arbitration, The moral dis 
armament of the world is necessary. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said that it 
was necessary to create a new international 
soul, a new international morality, and to 
renounce‘ suspicions. His Government de- 
sired to see that the nations which were most 
associated with the war should secure, in the 
first place, mutual agreements to guarantee 
peace. Their object was to supplement the 
Covenant of the League by special arrange- 
ments On the basis of the Covenant. They 
sought no fresh alliance directed against 
others. Their object was to bring peace to 
the world. 

He concluded: ‘‘ We hope that we have 
the sympathy and approva) of the League 
of Nations. for we shall bring to you great 
support. to the League. a great increase of its 
authority and influerce, and the largest con- 
tribution that it is in our power to make to 
the preservation of the peace of the world.”’ 

The. delivery of the speech oceupied three- 
quarters of an hour. . Mr. Chamberlain, who 
spoke very quietly and deliberately, without 
any attempt at oratorical effects, was cheered 
to thevecho as, pale and evidently touched, he 
left the tribune and ®esumed his seat. 

Mr. Unden (Sweden) then submitted a re- 
solution. inviting the Council to examine au 
elaboration of the system for preventing inter- 
national con‘licts by compulsory arbitration. —

FINANCIAL CONTROL OF AUSTRIA TO 
CEA 


SE. 

GENEVA. Thursday. 
fhe Council of the League of Nations, at 
this afternoon’s sitting, dealt with the reports 
on the financtal reconstruction of Hungary 
and Austria. As regards Austrian financial 
reconstruction, the Council, after hearing the 
statements by the Chairman of the League s 
Financial Committee, Commissioner Zimmer- 
man and Mr. Chamberlain, which showed the 
remarkable progress achieved, agreed to the 

gradual suppression of control in Austria. 

In presenting the resolution of the Council 
with regard to Austrian financial reconstfuc- 
ton, Mr. Chamberlain delivered the follow- 
ing statement : — 

The reports submitted marked a decisive 
stage in. progress in the matter of credit. 
Where confidence was of slow growth, and 
was easily upset, they must all proceed with 
care. He was glad to think that in the pro- 
posals submitted all precautions had heen 
taken that the most anxious could desire, 
and that those proposals would meet with 
— acceptance. 

‘]t was true that it had been necessary to 
take precautions against improvidence, but 
he hoped that no one would regard these 
precautions as indicating that any of them 
thought that the dangers, or possible dangers, 
against which they were directed were in any 
way probable. On the contrary, he had 
every confidence himself, that the progress in 
the next few months would prove satisfac- 
tory. and that ‘Yn the time: indicated to them 
by the President of the Financial Committee, 
they might be able to declare the necessary 
control at an end, and to congratulate the 
Austrian ‘Government on the resumption of 
complete Budgetary freedom. ''—(Reuter.) 


MOSUL PROBLEM. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 

The British view of the latest Turkish Note 
regarding Mosul is that, for the greater part, 
it is only a repetition of what was said in 
the first statement. In direct defiance of the 
conclusions of the Commiasion, the Note 
suggests the holding’ of a plebiscite getting 
over the question of illiteracy by presenting 
the voters with Turkish and British flags. to 
be deposited in the ballot box. The British 
official view is that the Turkish Note is only

THE TRADES CONGRESS 
RESOLUTION.

The Trades Union Congress took very 
serious action yesterday when it instructed 
the General Council for the coming year to do 
all in its powér for the furtherance of world- 
wide unity through the creation of an all- 
inclusive international federation, observes 
The Timea in a leading article. Our ex- 
“egy: see Labour Correspondent thinks it to 
e inconceivable that the Congress saw the 
implications involved in the resolution it was 
tndduced to adopt by means which he does not 
hesitate to condemm. The proceedings afford, 
as he remarks, & most unpleasant revelation 
of the: way in which a democratic assembly 
can be rushéd into the adoption of a wholly 
unconsideted opinion by those who know how 
to manipulate the machinery. Yesterday it 
was handled with a dexterity: which might 
excite envy dmohg the managers of a nominat- 
ing convention in: the’ United States. No 
EEA of reply to the fraternal delegate 
rom Soviet’ Russia or of comment upon the 
seope ‘and character of the resolution was 
allowed. It was put from the chair the 
moment the seconder had ended his speech, 
although Mr. Thomas was already upon his 
legs to address the Congress. 

he principles involved—and they are prin- 
ciples of the’ most serious kind—were not con- 
sidered, nor were practical difficulties of the 
repey sanctioned submitted to examination. 

t is suggested that the general ignorance of 
foreign affairs among most Of the delegates 
prevented them from. understanding what 
they were about, and probably this apology 
for their rash decision is Jargely true. 

The, gist of the resolution into which the 
delegates Were hurried yesterday is to confer 
upon the new Council the powers, and more 
than the. nowers, which the Hull Conference 
refused them last vear, and which they as 
sumed, notwithstanding that refusal, and 
acted upon on their own account. They are 
now free to call upon the Amsterdam Federa- 
tion in the name and with the authority of 
the Congress, to consent to the formation of 
a singlé Intérnational without making any 
conditions previous to negotiation. That 
gives them, in effect, authority to summon 
Amsterdam to surrender to Moscow. The 
question involved in the dispute “between 
Moscow and Amsterdam is no mere matter of 
form, as the delegates at Scarborough may 
have been. deluded into supposing. i 

The two organisations embody conflicting 
and irreconcilable. principles. The Amster. 
dam Inte~natiowrl adheres to the doctrine that 
social reorganisation ought to be based upon 
the use of democratic institutions, and will 
have nothing to do with the so-called 
‘dictatorship of the proletariat.’ The 
Moseow International has never made anv 
secret of its determination to destroy the 
organisation which dares to reprobate its 
central dogma. The Amsterdam Interna- 
tional has steadily refused to unite with 
Moscow unless and until Moscow uncondi- 
tionally renounces: its heresies. The Trade 
Union Council endeavoured jast year to 
coerce Amsterdam into surrender by threats 
‘that, if Amsterdam held back, they would 
convene’ an International themselves. Last 
year they had no shadow of authority for 
this action. Yesterday the Congress con 
ferred it upon the new Council, and what- 
ever changes may be made in its composition, 
most of the members: of the old Council! 
are believed to be sure of re-election. 

That is the real meaning of the resolution 
which was carried yesterday, after a debate 
restricted by the President to exactly 
seventeen minutés—ten for the proposer, 
< n for the seconder, and none for anybody 
else.

DARING BAIDERS. 


Telegraphing from Baghdad on Wednesday. 
The Times Correspondent states :—News has 
been received from Damascus that. a convoy 
of four cars of the Nairn Transport Company, 
without Passengers, - which left Baghdad on 
Monday, was attacked by raiders on the 
following morning, eighty miles from Damas- 
cus, 

The leading car managed to escape and 
take the news to Damascus, and the French 
authorities there sent an aeroplane and troops 
in motor cars to try to locate the three miss- 
ing Nairn cars. All the Nairn drivers reached 
Damascus later in one of their own cars, 
which had heen damaged, but not disabled. 
The men had been stripped of clothing by 
the raiders, but were sis rt Arrangementa 
were made to tow the abandoned cars to 
Damascus with an escort.

PORTRUSH, Thursday Night. 

As I predicted all the week, we shall have 
an international final to-morrow for the Irish 
Open Championship, and at the moment it is 
about an even money chance as to whether the 
cup and title will remain in this country. 
The finalists .are Major Hezlet and .T. Au 
Torrance, the Scottish super-stylist, whose 
golf and the manner of his playing it have 
been the admiration of all. 

The match will furnish a study in contrasts. 
On the one hand, we shall have the delight- 
fully easy, fraceful style of the big Scot, and, 
on the other, the more vigorous and dashing 
golf of the bigger Irishman, who to-day showed 
that he has lost none of the skill and power 
whic) have characterised his golf for so many 
years. In his match with Gibb this evening 
he played in a manner which suggested that 
all the week he had been holding himsélf in 
for the great effort which he expected he 
would be called on to make in the Jatter stages 
of the battle. From the start he went for his 
match, and, never relaxing his effort, he 
finished off his opponent on the fourteenth 
green. Gibb failed to last it out, and, good 
golfer though he is, he had to play second 
fiddle to a much better one. 


A CLOSE GAME EXPECTED. 

Torrance, like Hezlet, played excellent. golf. 
The conditions were not the best, for the 
heavy wind was still blowing, but, hke Heziet, 
he made light of the wind and reached the 
turn in the fine score of 37. Captain Martin, 
however, was a worthy opponent. He rose to 
the occasivn, and was hitting his wooden elub 
shot much better than in any of the other 
matches, but then he seemed to be off his 
putting in this match and cut quite a number 
of putts with disastrous results. [It is going 
to be a grand final . Indeed, on; the form 
which the finalists have been showing it will 
likely. be one of the best finals.in:the history 
of the championship, or, at least, of recent 
years. 

The golf in the forenoon match between 
Major Hezlet and N. Manly; was very good, 
and a feature was the excellent putting of the 
Royal Dublin player, who on a few of the 
greens greatly distinguished himself. .

Since July the officers and men 
have been on short rations, especially as re- 
gards water. There was a good stock of water 
in the citadel cistern, but Colonel Muller, 
who is sending fresh meat, vegetables, 
cigarettes and cartridges daily, is now prepar- 
ing to send water th the form of ice. 

With the relief of ‘Sueida, which will take 
place soon, the French task will be Only half 
done. If their Mohammedan and Christian 
neighbours were consulted, punishment ot 
the Druses would take the shape of total 
extermination, for both religions have 
suffered at the hands of these pagan tribes- 
men for years. The Druses worship Drusene, 
the founder of their religion, and believe in 
the transmigration of souls, and the reincar- 
nation of their prophet. They hold that a 
warrior killed in battle enters the Seventh 
Heaven by a special door. Druse women 
tatoo their chins and lips to imitate beards 
and moustaches, and kee their left eye 
veiled, except to their we Polygamy 
flourishes, a man’s riches being measured b 
the double standard of the number of camels 
and wives which he possesses. 

The French have now restored order 
throughout the Northern part of the country, 
as far as the border of Mesopotamia. The 
British Desert Overland Mail runs again its 
bi-weekly service. to Bagdad. Yesterday 
thirty passengers, including several foreign 
fig-buyers, left Damascus by this route. 
General Michaud sent two automobile loads 
of soldiers as convoy with them. 

‘Evidence is accumulating from all sides 
that French authority is being restored. 
Many Mohammedans ,who at first sym- 
pathised with the  rebels,.- have been 
frightened off, and the big French prepara- 
tions have scared the Pan-Islamites, who 
used the mosques to preach war against all 
foreigners, including the British and French. 
There are signs also that the Druses them- 
selves are getting cold feet.

CATTLE DEALER SUES 


FARMER. 


The Sub-Sheriff of: Cork and a jury sat in 
the City Court, Cork, yesterday to assess 
-damages in an action fom slander, in which 
the plaintiff was James Forde, cattle dealer, 
Kilnap, Cork, and the defendant Michael

The defendant’s case was that he had been 
willing to settle the case but failed. He first 
agreed to pay £20 to the plaintiff and half 
the costs. ‘The plaintiff demanded full costs and 
he sent him a cheque for £25 5s. Then the 
question of an apology was taken. up, and when 
he refused to sign’ the form that was drawn 
up his cheque was returned, :

The resolution expressed disappointment 
with the Workmen's Compensation Act, 1923, 
and instructed the General Council’ to co- 
operate with the Labour Party in bringing 
pressure to. bear on the Government to “pro- 
vide the facilities for the passing of a con- 
solidated measure which would secure at least 
such amendments as “would include the re- 
forms set out in the report of the Depart- 
mental Commimttee. 

The resolution urged, among other amend- 
ments, an increase m the weekly compensa- 


earnings, based “on fuil ‘weeks \6f normal em- 
ployment, 

Mr. Smillie said that he thought the claim 
that compensation should amount to at least 
two-thirds of the workers’ wages was an 
amazingly modest one. They were asking the 
Government to ¢onsolidate the Compensation 
Acts, but, in his opinion, they would appéal 
in vain to the presetit Government for any- 
táid like a decent Workmen's: Compensation

Mr. A. Adamski, the United States dele- 
gate, sdid that America maintained high wage 
tates, and production runked high, which 
brought about high -standa¥ds of living. The 
United States consumed more electrical power 
than other countries, and high, wage levels 
> been attained by increasing efficiency, 
which decreased labour costs. 

Mr, E. J. Evans “(American Electrical 
Workers) spoke of attempts to create an 
electrical monopoly in America, and said 
there were cities in America and Canada 
where no taxes were paid, as the municipal 
plant had proved so profitable. 

The delewates cheered his 
public ownership. 

Mr. James EE, Marsh, Canadian delegate, 
said that, if there was anything calculated to 
make him a Bolshevist, it was the attitude 
assumed by the emplovers after the “war. 
The Trade and Labour Congress of Canada 
wére not opposed to emigration They 
realised that they must have it if employ- 
ment is to be continued and work provided. 

Unfortunately, many people arrived there 
expecting to find oranges and apples ready 
to be picked. (Laughter. ) 

r. J. W. Brown (International Federation 
of Trade Unionists) said that the most en- 
coufaging feature was a realisation that their 
economic and trade union problems were 
international in their scope, and could only 
be solved by international action. The 
Amsterdam International was not opposed to 
international ynity. . Without. it the whole 
working class movement was in danger. 
Dissensions and divisions in their ranks were 
to be deplored.

CHEERS FOR RUSSIAN. 

M. Tomsky,. representing the All-Russian 
Couneil of Trades Unions, was accorded an 
ovation, He spoke in Russian, and his speech 
was interpreted in sections. 

Tomsky greeted the delegates in the 
name of six and a half sullen Russian 
workers, who hoped the Congress would con- 
firm and stabilise the growing friendship 
between the working classes of the two 
countries. The British Trades Union delega- 
tion to. Russia had told the truth about the 
position of the working ‘classes there. © For 
the first, time in’ history simple “workers and 
peasants had shown that they could stand at 
The 
British delegation, he declared, had opened 
the door to fraternal yelations between the 
workers of Russia and those of other countries. 

Speaking of the international situation, he 
said that undoubtedly the capitalists were try- 
ing to reduce conditions to a Colonial. level: 
They saw how a country like Germany had 
been brought to a semi-Colonial ‘condition by 
the Dawes plan arid the Versailles Treaty. 
The wages of German workers were about 50 
per cent. of those of British workers. He 
did not-want to discuss interna! British affairs. 
He did not want to be accused of propaganda 
or of disloyalty to the British Government, 
which had very kindly granted him a whole 
fourteen days to stay in this country. 

“A NATION AT BAY.” 

After the speeches of the fraternal dele- 
gates, the Congress sang '' The International.’’ 

Reporting on the General Council's en- 
deavours to get the Russian Trade. Union 
movement included in the Amsterdam Interna- 
tional, Mr. Bramley said that from their point 
of view Russia was a nation at bay, and they 
considered it their duty to stand by the 
Russian working class m@vement. 

A delegate enquired if Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald was to be asked to apologise for the 
insulting letter sent to Rakovsky, apparently 
accepting the Linovieff letter as authentic. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas said that Mr. Macdonald 
would be able to answer in person when a re- 
port on the matter was made to the Labour 
Party Conference in a fortnight’s time. 

Resolutions were passed condemning the use 
of British armed forces as strike-breakers in 
China, and urging the British Government to 
use its influence with commercial and financial 
interests, so that Russian orders for textile 
machinery should not be lost to Britain,

finitely exempting troops from participation in 
any industrial dispute

THE GOVERNMENT'S 


MR. BLYTHE AND. THE 
IRISH LANGUAGE: 


TYPE OF SENATOR 
‘REQUIRED,

From Our Own Reporter. 
CARRICKMACROSS, Thursday. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
defended the Government policy in regard to 
the Irish language, in a speech here to-day in 
support of the candidature for the Senate: of 
Mr. Thomas Toal, Chairmah “of Monaghan 
County Council, 

He said that among the many reasons which 
made him rh, Mike Mr. Toal as a suitable candi- 
date for the Senate was his consistent support 
of the Gaelic League and the language re 
vival movement.. Some people said that too 
much’ was being spent on the language re- 
vival. The amount that was being spent was | 
infinitesimal. It was energy, more than money, 
that was being expended; bat even from the 
monéy sidé he regarded what was being done 
as good economy. 

In the past it was said that the impoverish- 
ment.,of the country was largely. due to ab- 
sentee landlordism. The loss of the langnage 
would, in his opinion, be one of the greatest 
causes. for a new form of absenteeism, avtse 
with it would yo the feeling of nationality, 
and they had in this countr ople making 
fortunes here, and taking all their money to 
London. The weakening of the national spirit 
here would increase the snobbish desire of 
people with money to leave Ireland, regarding 
their native country as a remote hole that 
no one could live in who could keep out of it. 
He could point to millions of money taken 
within recent years out-of this country by the 
emigration. of the wealthy. : 

The one thing to prevent. the snobbish and 
shoneen desire to get-out of this country was 
a strong feeling. of nationality, a feeling that 
eVerything. that belongs to this country. is 
what is most fitting for Irishmen, a feeling 
that the people born in this historic land 
should live here, and that the people here are 
as good as any they can associate with. There- 
fore he believed that, from the economic point 
of view, there could be no better spending of 
public money than on the preservation and 
revival of the Irish language, carrying with it 
the preservation and the revival of the spirit 
of Irish nationality. 

He wished all creeds and classes to be 
united in the most perfect concord; but. he 
wanted that union to be in the spirit of Irish 
yatriotism. In that, to his. mind, lay the 
w—s greatness of the country. The Goverti- 
ment did not wish to impose any gs” on 
anybody; but they wanted it to be realised 
that the victory of the Treaty was the victory 
of Irish nationality, and was the securing of 
that for which Insh patriots for generations 
had suffered and died. They did not want 
this country to» be always a sort of back. 
garden. They wanted it to develop not only 
economically, but in intellect and culture. He 
believed that those two lines of progress were 
united, and that if the country did not stand 
for the whole of nationality, it would not pro- 
gress. in any direction. The material pros- 
perity of Denmark was founded on the teach- 
ing of patriotism and. citizenship. 

THE SENATE ELECTIONS. 

Dealing with more general matters, Mr. 
Blythe emphasised the importatice of people's 
exercising the Senatorial franelfise. , 
present Government did riot* want machine- 
made majorities, in either Dail or Senate. If 
they could not make out a good case for any 
proposal of theirs, they did not want to carry 
it into law. That was shown in their accept- 
ance of many amendments which they were 
shown would improve their proposed legisla- 
tion. There was scarcely anything that the 
Government could do that would not displease 
someone. The man who was satisfied said 
nothing, but the dissatisfied made a big shout, 
with the result that people were misled as to 
the real feelings of the country—the one factor 
that no Government could afford to ignore. 

In the past, many things—over-taxation, 
wilful oppression, and others—had kept Ire- 
land back; but the worst of all was failure to 
do the things that needed to be done until 
years had been spent in agitation. In the old 
days it would have taken ten years to pass a 
Drainage Bill, such as that passed by the 
Oireachtas in one session. Every country in 
the world was trying to turn its water-power 
into elecricity. The Free State, within a year 
or two of its start, had inaugurated a great 
hydro-electrio scheme, which, would have 
tremendous effects on the industrial futute of 
the country. People, grown use to the system 
of years of agitation íor any improvement, 
now said that the Shannon scheme was 
rushed. 

People also talked about a German firm 
getting the contract for the Shannon scheme. 
No firm in this country could have undertaken 
the work, and if there had been an Hnglish 
firm capable of doing it. and if it had got the 
contract, there would not have been a word 
from the critics. The German firm would em 
ploy three thousand men for three and a half 
years, and with the exception of a few head 
men and technicians they would all be Irish, 
The vast majority of the engineers employed 
would be Irishmen. 

The Treaty settlement was the result of the 

driving force derived from the desire for the 
resurrection and preservation of the historic 
Irish nation. That settlement could be per- 
manent only if it enabled the Irish people to 
live their own lives in their own way in their 
own land. without interference from outside. 
They were not likely to be subject to any 
such interference; but the people who spoke 
as if they feared interference had the slave 
habit of mind, They heard the same talk 
about a Belgian firm getting a licence for the 
manufacture of beet sugar. But those people 
would like to talk about beet sugar for ten 
vears before it could possibly become a fact. 
” In these and other respects people found 
fault with the Government, which, in spite of 
the talk, was getting on with the work. They 
were not leaving things until people were tired 
talking about them. To help them in getting 
on with the work they wanted men in the 
Senate who would not be dummies or mere 
voting machines. They wanted men with 
ideas of their own, men of wisdom and ex- 
perience, with the ability and the courage to 
put those ideas into words. 

He repeated what he said last week, that 
the Government were not out for the con- 
fiscation of the liquor trade interests. An 
independent, fair-minded man like Mr. Toal 
would be of more value to the trade in the 
Senate than any of its own pledge-bound 
advocates, because, being independent, his 
opinions would carry weight. 

Senator O'Rourke, one of the other speakers, 
in support of the object of the meeting, said 
that Ulster’s representation of two in the 
Renate was not enough for the three im- 
portant counties of that province within the 
Free State.

THE MOUNT MERRION 
SCHEME. 


Of a housing scheme recently promoted in 
the provinces, a clergyman mf the com- 
plaint that it could produce little more than a 
concentration camp, because of the large 
number of people which it was proposed to 
herd together in a comparatively small SoC, 

Whatever ground there may have been for 
that criticism, it is certain that on the score 
of space, at any rate, no such complaint can 
be made of the ‘ambitions Mount Merrion 
scheme. which is advertised in our columns 
to-day. Mount Merrion estate is four miles 
from the centre of the city of Dublin. 

Briefly, the proposal.is that the 3500 acres 
which compose it shall be utilised to provide 
houses that will suit every class and every 
purse. There is visualised a “garden city,’ 
equipped with every possible modern service 
and convenience—adequate railway and "bus 
facilities churches and schools for all de- 
nominations, postal and telegraph offices, and 
public tennis courts. Rich in historical asso- 
ciations, the estate in recent days was the 
residence of the Earl of Pembroke. It was in 
Mount Merrion Wood that Sir Neville Wil- 
kinson conceived the idea of constructing his 
famous “Titania’s Palace." 

The promoters of the scheme seem to be 
not ade willing but anxious to facilitate 
everyone. Sites and houses are offered on 
terms which are exceptionally attractive. 
There seems to be little reason to doubt that 
apart. from the two years’ free "bus ticket— 
in itself an attraction—those terms will mean 
for hundreds of jaded city workers the solu- 
tion of what has hitherto been an apparently 
insoluble problem—houses for  straitened 
pockets.
